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‘I’ll help Muslims

Ex-council leader’s pledge

OUSTED council leader Fred Brown 
wants to help Ely Muslims build a 
miniature mosque, the Weekly News can 
reveal. 

The former leader of 
East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council, right, says he 
has a property in central 
Littleport which would be 
“ideal” for Muslims to 
convert into a prayer 
centre. 

Mr Brown, who lives in 
Littleport and owns several 
properties in the village, says he 
wants to meet up with the group 
and show them around the 
building. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Mr Brown, who lost his 
seat during the elections in May, said: “I want to get in 
touch with the Ely Muslims and have a chat with them. 

“I own a property in central Littleport which would be 
ideal for them to use. 

“It’s a large building, which I understand is what they 
are looking for, and it has parking facilities too.” 

It was earlier this year that the Ely Muslims, who

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Potato thief is jailed 


THIEF Paul Fuller is back 
behind bars - for stealing 50 
tonnes of potatoes. 

The 49-year-old lorry driver 
took Maris Pipers worth £9,100 
saying he would pay later, but 
never did. 

Fuller, of Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, was jailed for 22 
weeks after admitting theft at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

He already had 40 con¬ 
victions for 31 previous 
offences, largely relating to 
dishonesty. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, said 
Fuller took the potatoes from 
Clive Langley, of Ferry Farm, 
Ten Mile Bank, Downham 
Market, in five separate 
batches during April and May 
2008. 


Fuller had said he wanted to 
start a potato-trading business 
and told Mr Langley he would 
pay later, but never did, even 
though he had sold some of 
the potatoes to a man called 
Malcolm Shepherd for the 
knock-down price of £6,400. 

In August 2008 Fuller lost a 
civil case over the potatoes and 
was ordered to pay £9,100, but 
his only attempt to com¬ 
pensate his victims was a 
£5,000 cheque which bounced, 
Ms Blair said. 

Michael Proctor, mitigating, 
said Fuller had turned his life 
around, had got a new partner 
and a job as an lorry driver. 

Fuller was also ordered to 
pay £9,100 compensation to 
Mr Langley.

Chemistry finds the right formula 


SCHOOLS Minister MP Nick Gibb 
visited the King’s School Ely on 
Monday to hear about the success 
of a scheme designed to encourage 
more children to study chemistry. 

The Chemistry Network is a 
partnership between the King’s 
School, Ely College, Witchford 
Village College and Abbey College 
in Ramsey, which focuses on 
talented students in Year 9 and 10 
with the aim of raising attainment 
and take-up of Chemistry at GCSE, 
AS and A2. 

In the two academic years since 


it was launched, there has been a 
250 per cent increase in the 
number of the school’s Year 12 
students choosing to study AS-level 
chemistry. 

During his visit, Mr Gibb met the 
heads of each of the schools 
involved and watched chemistry 
lessons in progress. 

Mr Gibb said: “This is an 
excellent example of how state and 
independent schools can work 
together to share knowledge and 
expertise in such an important 
subject. I hope this partnership will 


continue to give more pupils in 
Cambridgeshire the chance to study 
chemistry, in spite of current 
funding pressures.” 

The partnership has been funded 
with £190,000 from the 
Independent/State School 
Partnership Scheme. 

Andrew Thompson, director of 
the network, said: “We were 
delighted that Mr Gibb has such an 
interest in the scheme and we were 
keen to show him what a life¬ 
changing experience it has been for 
so many students.”

Funeral held for 
tragic brothers

HUNDREDS of people were 
expected to attend the funeral of 
two popular half-brothers who 
drowned at a nature reserve. 

The funeral of Ashley Yardy, 22, and 
his 17-year-old half-brother Luke Yardy 
was due to take place at St lames’ 
Church, Stretham, yesterday afternoon. 

The East Cambridgeshire community 
has been rocked following the deaths of 
the siblings on Sunday, September 11. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
Ashley, who has a baby son, was with 
Luke, a trainee gamekeeper, at a 
manmade beauty spot near Wicken 
called the Kingfishers Bridge Project 
when they both died. 

Luke was trying to help injured 
waterfowl from the reeds in the lake

when he fell from the wooden rowing 
boat he was in and plunged into the 
water. 

Ashley, a trained lifeguard, jumped in 
to save him but the brothers, who lived 
with their mum, Amanda, in King Cob, 
Stretham, both struggled against the 
thick mud and reeds and drowned. 

Luke’s father, Andrew Fountain, 


watched from the bank as the horrifying 
incident took place. 

Heartfelt tributes have been pouring 
in since the death of the siblings, with 
family, friends and colleagues 
describing them both as happy, caring 
lads. 

A tribute page on social networking 
site Facebook has also been set up in 
memory of the brothers and has 
attracted almost 1,400 members. 

The youngsters both attended 
Witchford Village College, with Luke 
recently finishing before working for the 
Kingfishers Bridge Project. 

An inquest into their deaths was 
opened and adjourned last week by 
William Morris, corner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire. Their cause of 
death was confirmed as drowning.

currently meet each week at the 
Paradise Centre in Ely, announ¬ 
ced that they wanted to build a 
miniature mosque in the city. 

The management committee 
of the Paradise Centre had told 
the group that they would lease 
them an area of their sports 
fields, close to the junction with 
New Barns Road and Deacons 
Lane, to build the facility if they 
gained planning permission. 

However, the discussions have 
been put on hold following 
uproar from many locals, who 
insist the Muslims should not be 
allowed to build a new prayer 
centre. 

Since then the debate has 
intensified with more and more 
people speaking their minds 
over the proposals. 

The English Defence League 
(EDL) has even threatened to 
protest in the city if the plans 
come into fruition. 

The Ely Muslims have said all 
along that they need a bigger 
space to meet and worship due 
to the increase in members. 

Alan Hargrave, Canon 
Missioner at Ely cathedral, 
recently urged people of all 


religions to be more open- 
minded over the Muslims’ plans. 

He said: “Muslims, along with 
Christians and Jews, have always 
been one of the great Abrahamic 
faiths, who share much in 
common. 

“If we oppose their building a 
place of worship, they will not go 
away and we will merely build 
the sort of tensions, fears and 
hatred that have fuelled the 
extremism we have witnessed in 
recent years - among Christians 
as well as Muslims. 

“Freedom of worship is 
something we enjoy in our 
democracy - indeed it is central 
to it and something we ought to 
defend at all costs.” 

Mr Brown refused to reveal 
the property he has in mind for 
the Muslims. 

But he said: “The site would 
really suit them. 

“People might not want them 
to have a larger prayer centre 
but if I can help them achieve 
that then I will. 

“I hope they’ll get in touch 
with me.” 

Nobody from the Ely Muslims 
was available to comment. 


Firefighters to 
drag engine 
through town 

FIREFIGHTERS in Soham will be 
using every muscle in their bodies 
this weekend to help raise money 
for charity. 

Crew members will be pulling 
their 12-tonne fire engine through 
the town on Saturday - the same 
day as the annual Soham 
Pumpkin Fair. 

The pull is being held to raise 
money for the St Andrew’s 
Swimming Pool Association - a 
fund set up to raise cash to 
refurbish and reopen the derelict 
school at St Andrew’s Primary 
School in the town. 

The engine will be dragged 
from The Weatheralls Primary 
School to St Andrew’s, starting at 
noon. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the association has already raised 
more than £30,000 of the 
estimated £75,000 needed to 
refurbish the pool, which had to 
be closed down last year due to 
health and safety reasons.

TRADERS used a public 
meeting to air their fears 
over how introducing 
parking charges in Ely 
could force them to 
close. 

About 100 people gathered 
at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s (ECDC) 
headquarters last Thursday 
after Ely Traders’ Association 
(ETA) organised and paid for a 
public meeting to enable 
people to speak up over plans 
to scrap free parking. 

The ETA described the 
meeting as a “great success”, 
despite ECDC leader Peter 
Moakes declining an 
invitation to attend. 

Organiser Andrew Olley, 
who was involved in a heated 
exchange with Conservative 
district councillor David 
Ambrose Smith at the end of 
the meeting, said of Mr 
Moakes: “It’s just wrong. We, 
as people who care about our 
city, organised this meeting 
and he didn’t even have the 
courtesy to come. 

“Thankfully, the meeting 
was a great success and 
enabled people to speak up. 

“I’m also grateful to all the 
councillors, especially those 
Conservatives, who did 
attend.” 

Traders spoke about how 
they fear they will be forced to 
close if the charges are

introduced. Residents said 
they believe Ely would turn 
into a ghost town and 
representatives from the 
Paradise Centre said the 
charges would hit the most 
vulnerable people in the 
community. 

Others, including Ely 
businessman John Borland 
and former county councillor 
Matt Bradney, blasted the 
charges as a “quick money¬ 
making scam”. 

To date, 12,000 people have 
signed a petition opposing the 
charges, which ECDC bosses 
insist need to be introduced to 
balance the books. 

The meeting ended with 
people voting that the council 
needs to listen to all concerns 
raised before pressing ahead 
with a decision. 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Cllr Moakes said: “I was kindly 
invited to attend the meeting 
but unfortunately I was 
unable to attend. 

“However I ensured a 
number of my fellow 
councillors attended the 
discussion to listen to the 
views which were put forward. 

“We will now take those 
views on board and we are 
seeking to meet the ETA to 
talk through their ideas.”

Fire cuts fight 
takes to street 


FIREFIGHTERS and 
councillors joined forces 
on Saturday to fight 
potential cuts to Camb¬ 
ridgeshire's front-line fire 
services. 

Liberal Democrat councillors 
and members of the Fire 
Brigades Union (FBU) set up a 
stall on Ely’s market and 
collected signatures for two 
petitions opposing the cuts. 

The petitions, which attracted 
more than 1,200 signatures, will 
both be presented to the Fire 
Authority in a bid to prevent 
further cuts from being made to 
Cambridgeshire’s front-line 
services. 

Ian Allen, leader of the East 
Cambridgeshire Lib Dems, said: 
“Both petitions were a huge 
success and proved just how 
worried people are. 

“We are extremely worried 
about the proposed cuts and 
how they will affect our 
communities. Cambridgeshire is 
continuing to grow so the last 
thing that can happen is for fire

services in our region to be cut.” 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, East Cambridgeshire has 
escaped the first initial stages of 
the cuts, which Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue (CFRS) has to 
implement to make up to £6m 
savings. However, the service 
says it is aware that further cuts 
will need to be made. 

The plans could see both Ely 
and Soham fire stations losing 
their second fire engines, 
leaving them with just one each. 

Nearby Burwell and Swaffham 
Bulbeck fire stations could also 
close down under the plans - 
putting extra strain on other 
stations in the district. 

Last Wednesday, fire service 
bosses met at the House of 
Commons with Cambridgeshire 
MPs and Roy Pegram, chairman 
of the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Fire Authority, to 
discuss the budget cuts. 

Graham Stagg, CFRS’ chief fire 
officer, described it as a 


“constructive meeting” but 
warned that further “uncom¬ 
fortable decisions” will have to 
be made. 

He said: “We don’t know yet 
exactly how much we will need 
to save, as it depends on how 
much money is allocated to us 
by the Government.” 

So far, the service has 
identified how it can save 
almost £4.2m by a range of 
measures, including cutting 
support staff jobs and budgets 
and negotiating a new shift 
system for whole-time fire¬ 
fighters. 

Mr Stagg said: “If we are lucky, 
we hope to make our savings 
without impacting on the level 
of service we provide to the 
public. But if we are unlucky, we 
are forced into a situation where 
uncomfortable decisions will 
have to be made about the 
front-line service we provide to 
the public and we will be unable 
to make that promise.”

Man, 21, had 100,000 indecent images of children 


A 21-YEAR-OLD man is to appear before a judge 
after he admitted possessing more than 100,000 
indecent images of children. 

lonathan Sauvey appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday charged with eight 
offences relating to thousands of pornographic 
images involving children and animals. 

Sauvey, of The Crescent, Wicken, pleaded guilty to 
six of the charges, which included making and 


possessing more than 100,000 indecent images of 
children. 

He denied possessing extreme pornographic 
images of intercourse with a live animal, namely a 
dog, and an image of an act that was likely to result 
in serious injury to a person’s genitals. 

Sauvey will appear again before magistrates on 
October 31. 

He was released on conditional bail.

Paving way for 
a megastore? 

Sir, word was leaked from our 
Conservative-led council that plans 
were well advanced to impose 
charges on those using our car 
parks. The Ely Traders Association, 
realising this was possibly the final 
nail in the coffin of our city centre 
traders’, managed to get a large 
number of people to sign up to a 
protest against this move which 
even allowing for some duplication 
amounted to well over 10,000 
signatures. 

Faced with this at a time of acute 
economic difficulties, one would 
have thought that our council would 
co-operate with the traders’ and call 
a public meeting to enable the 
councillors to hear the opinions of 
both the public and the traders’. 

But no, they chose instead to get the 
traders’ to organise a meeting, 
charging the traders’ for the use of 
the council chamber - but also 
because the meeting was arranged 
by the traders’ rather than by the 
council it was required that the 
traders’ arrange a public liability 
insurance policy that cost £150 just 
for that one evening. 

At the meeting a spokesperson for 
the council claimed that there was 
“nothing on the table” which we all 
know is the Conservative-group 
speak for “we have kept all 
discussions on this matter away 
from the rest of the council”. 

It became clear during the meeting 
that other authorities that have 
recently introduced car parking 
charges have failed to recoup their 
financial outlay on equipment for 
many years with the result that their 
financial reserves have been 
depleted, parking spaces are often 
empty, footfall in the shops reduced, 
motorists suffer, so everyone has lost 
out. 

Reviving earlier plans by the 
Conservatives to sell off parts of 
lubilee Gardens to developers that 
wish to build unaffordable homes 
have now been put on hold, as it was 
felt that introducing parking charges 
would get rid of most of the pesky 
independant traders’, thus making 
our city far more attractive for an 
organisation like Walmart to build a 
vast megastore in the north of the 
city, bringing with it the prospect of 
a large section 106 tranche of money 
- perhaps £2m, a sum which is 
sorely needed to fill the gap in ECDC 
finances largely caused by their 
expenditure of £lm in 2010 on plans 
for a leisure centre to be built at a 
cost of £16 million when they were 
aware that the money for this would 
not be available for many years to 
come.

Workers would 
be hit hardest 

Sir, in response to Eddie Holden’s 
letter (‘Pay to park or see rates rise’, 
Weekly News, September 8) I find it 
somewhat ironic that someone can 
back up their claim that “Andrew 
Olley is clutching at straws” with a 
rather tenuous reference to a time 
when visitors had to pay to leave 
their horse on the outskirts of town! 

I would also like to know where Mr 
Holden has obtained the figures he 
suggests for the cost of three hours’ 
parking and the possible increase in 
rates - however, based on these 
figures, I would like to point out how 
the introduction of parking fees 
could also hit the staff working in 
the town centre shops. 

Many staff working in the Ely shops 
are on a minimum hourly wage - 
some working part-time hours. I do 
not claim to know the exact details 
of the parking proposal, but the 
current short-stay car parks in Ely 
allow for a four hour maximum stay. 
A part-time shop assistant working a 
four-hour day will therefore need to 
park in a long-stay car park. Based 
on the rates suggested in Mr 
Holden's letter, five hours’ parking 
(allowing for time to get to and from 
the car to work) would be around 
£2.50. Assuming this worker lives in 
one of the villages, hence having to 
drive rather than walk (the bus 
services are hardly ample to make 


public transport an option), you can 
add on at least £1 for petrol. So that 
means this hard-working shop 
assistant has had to work the best 
part of 20 per cent of their day 
before they start earning anything. 
Therefore, will the number of people 
wanting to work in Ely also decrease 
as a result of this introduction? I 
think this is a real possibility. 

The face of Ely has changed over the 
years - new shops have come and 
old shops have gone - but I am 
certain in my mind that introducing 
parking fees in Ely will only decrease 
the total footfall in the centre of 
town. 

I appreciate that everyone, including 
Mr Holden and Mr Olley, should be 
allowed to voice their opinion on 
any matter that concerns them. In 
my opinion, Mr Holden should 
probably stop to consider the 
impact on people who regularly use 
the town centre parking - whatever 
their reason.

Mushroom data 
must be checked 

Sir, regarding the extensive planning 
application for a mushroom farm 
and anaerobic digestion plant in 
Littleport which is currently being 
examined and evaluated by East 
Cambridgeshire. District Council 
planning officers, it must have 
proved very difficult for the officers 
to assess such a complex 
development proposal involving 
new technology and test adequately 
all the claims made by the applicant 
in this large planning submission. 
Therefore I am sure that they were 
delighted to receive expert help from 
Mr EF Harding of Little Ouse. Mr 
Harding, an eminent mathematician 
with experience of assessing 
environmental pollution and 
potential odour problems, provided 
a detailed technical critique on the 
methodology and conclusions 
reached by the applicant regarding 
odour and air quality. The applicant 
stated that the proposed 
development will not result in any 
adverse off-site impacts in respect of 
air quality and the site is, therefore, a 
suitable location for the 
development. However Mr Harding’s 
expert conclusion was that the 
Odour and Air Quality Assessment is 
inadequate as it stands, does not 
justify its conclusions, 
underestimates the risks, does not 
discuss ranges of uncertainty, omits 
essential information, and is 
therefore not acceptable as a basis 
for Environmental Assessment. 

I am all for the growth, jobs and 
renewable energy that the 
mushroom farm would bring. 
However I am not convinced that 
this particular rural area is genuinely 
the best site, and I am definitely not 
convinced by the applicant’s own 
environmental damage 
assessments. The council need to 
check these very carefully if as it 
looks, it intends to approve the 
application.

Anger at blaze 
case collapse

RESIDENTS whose lives were 
“devastated” when a huge 
blaze broke out near their 
homes are furious after a 
court case collapsed. 

People in Wisbech Road, Littleport, 
say “words cannot describe” the 
effect a fire at tyre recycling plant 
Murfitt Industries in 2009 had on 
their lives. 

As a result of the inferno, the 
Environment Agency (EA) charged 
the company with treating, keeping 
or disposing controlled waste, 
contrary to section 33 of the 
Environmental Protection Act. 

But the case collapsed last week 
after Ruby Hamid, prosecuting on 
behalf of the EA, said she could offer 
no evidence to back up the 
allegation. 

Ray and Yvonne Bartram, who run 
a haulage yard and horse stud farm 
opposite the site, say they are “truly 
devastated”. 

Mrs Bartram said: “Words cannot 
describe the devastation this fire 
caused to us and our neighbours. I

remember standing on my driveway 
looking up at the thick, black smoke 
above me and wondering what on 
earth I was going to do. 

“We were told to evacuate our 
homes but I had to move 19 horses 
and 10 dogs and cats first. Everything 
was covered in a sticky black 
substance that you just couldn’t 
remove.” 

The inferno broke out on August 
21, 2009, and involved about 2,000 
tonnes of rubber tyres, which burned 
for seven weeks. 

The firm denied it was to blame for 
causing pollution or harm to people’s 
health or the environment, despite 


the village’s St George’s Medical 
Centre reporting a “noticeable 
increase” in people coming to them 
with breathing problems. 

A spokesman for Murfitt said the 
blaze occurred due to “wholly 
unforeseen circumstances”. 

He said: “The EA pursued a wholly 
unnecessary prosecution arising out 
of the fire which collapsed. 

“While pleased that the court has 
formally returned a not guilty verdict, 
the company is exasperated that this 
unnecessary and costly prosecution 
was ever brought at all.” 

Soon the company is due to reopen 
its plant as an outside storage site for 
rubber granules despite objections 
from residents and councillors. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman of 
the Littleport Society, said: “We 
simply cannot afford to see this 
happen again. 

“What happened on August 21, 
2009 had a horrendous impact on 
resident’s lives and I hope this is 
taken into account when decisions 
are made.” 

The decision will be made at the 
council’s next planning meeting next 
month. 


Cathedral community counts

Revd Stephen Conway, will be 
present at the service. 

Bishop Stephen said: “This 
date has come upon us very 
quickly and it will be a 
significant moment when we 
pause to thank God for all that 
Michael has achieved in 


ensuring that the life and 
witness of our cathedral has 
been both creative and 
effective. I am sure that we will 
give him a good send-off.” 

Dr Chandler was installed as 
dean in September 2003. He 
came to Ely from Canterbury 
Cathedral where he had served 
as Canon Treasurer. 

During his eight years as 
Dean of Ely, much work has 
been done to continue the 
improvements and main¬ 
tenance of the cathedral fabric 
and its precincts. 

Dr Chandler said: “It will be 
a wrench to leave Ely and this 
beautiful cathedral and the 
wonderful community here.”

“I just think it’s disappointing as 
everyone was hoping that because of the 
size of the premises that a big chain might 
move in and bring something different to 
Ely.” 

Jim Burleigh, of Lynn Road, Ely, said: 
“We’ve all been waiting to see what’s 
going to happen to the store and then we

Plea over stalls from market traders

Vision for wetland 
site ‘nearly ready’ 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
transform more than 1,000 
acres of prime East 
Cambridgeshire farmland 
into wetland habitat are 
gathering pace. 

Formal proposals for one of the 
two sites earmarked by the 
Environment Agency (EA) and the 
Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural affairs could be 
put forward as soon as this winter. 

As revealed by the Weekly News 
earlier this year, the organisations 
are drawing up massive plans to 
buy farmland in the district and 
turn it over to grassland in order 
to create more wetland habitat. 

It is hoped the project will 
boost the number of rare species 
of marshland birds in the region 
while allowing the organisations 
to continue to operate the Washes 
for flood defence.

The EA has confirmed that it 
has now bought 915 acres of the 
1,200 acres of land needed. The 
land will be split into two sites - 
the first near Coveney and 
Witcham, and the second close to 
Sutton. 

Members of East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District CounciEs 
(ECDC) development and 
transport sub-committee were 
given a presentation by Peter 
Doktor, who is project managing 
the multi-million pound scheme 
for the EA. He said the plans for 
the site near Coveney were 
“progressing welE’ and that a 
planning application could be 
submitted to ECDC either later 
this year or early 2012. 

The Sutton scheme, however, is 
expected to follow in two years. 


Mr Doktor told the Weekly 
News : “We held two public drop- 
in events recently and they were 
well attended by approximately 
130 people. 

“We have also had many 
written comments, which have 
been largely supportive. 

“Some concerns have been 
raised about issues such as 
drainage, biting insects and 
future public access. 

“We are considering these and 
other issues during the ongoing 
design and environmental 
assessment of the Coveney site 
proposals.” 

The schemes have divided 
opinion. Swaffham Prior Fen 
resident, Geoffrey Woollard, 
insists the plans are “wrong, 
morally and economically”.

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Hypermarket fears 
spark new outcry

“Tesco does seem to pull the strings 
in Ely so it wouldn’t surprise me if this 
happens. 

“It’s not fair though - how are our 
independent shops meant to compete 
with the existing supermarkets, let 
alone with the new ones that are on 
their way? 

“If Tesco does do this I think it will 
kill off the city centre.” 

Shopkeepers in the city centre 
already fear that plans to introduce car 
parking charges in the city will kill off 
trade. 


They believe that if people can park 
in the supermarket car parks for free 
and get everything under one roof they 
will not pay to park to shop in the city 
centre. 

Sandra Dice, of Kings Avenue,said: 
“Tesco has too much control and now I 
hear they want to turn the store in 
Angel Drove into a Tesco Extra selling 
everything imaginable. 

“You’ve got to admire their cheek 
but it’s ridiculous - and I hope the 
plans are not passed.” 

A spokeswoman for Tesco said: 
“There are no immediate plans to turn 
our Ely store into a Tesco Extra so we 
are unsure where these rumours have 
come from. 

“However, we are currently looking 
at ways to expand the services we 
provide in the city and to keep up with 
competition.”

TAXI drivers in East 
Cambridgeshire could 
be forced to change all 
the signs on the roofs 
of their cabs. 

Licensing bosses at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) want all 
taxis in the district to have a 
white illuminated roof sign 
with the word ‘taxi’ and the 
district council emblem on 
both sides. 

If the new regulations are 
introduced, cab firms would 
not be able to have their 
business name on the sign, 
nor the vehicle number or 
telephone number. 

It comes just months after 
the council tried to force all 
cab firms in the district to 
have silver-coloured cars 
only. 

A backlash from cabbies 
led to the plans being 
scrapped earlier this year. 

Now furious cabbies are 


fighting the new signage 
plans, insisting the council is 
being petty and that the 
signs could even make using 
taxis in the Ely area 
dangerous. 

Alan Cole, owner of Alan’s 
Taxis, based on Ely’s 
Lancaster Way Business 
Park, said: “The council is 
trying to make taxis invisible 
in our district. 

“The current signs enable 


people to easily distinguish 
what taxi firm they are using 
and that is how it should be. 

“To make all taxis look the 
same is dangerous - what 
happens if allegations are 
made against a driver - how 
is the council going to track 
that driver down? They won’t 
know where to start. 

“The council is being petty 
- it will cost us a fortune to 
change all the signs, which is 


money all of us can well do 
without spending, and I 
believe the end result will 
have major pitfalls.” 

John Skipper, owner of 
Ely-based A10 Taxis, said: 
“I’ve got 30 vehicles. If I have 
to pay to change the signage, 
which I’m told costs around 
£100, that’s going to cost a 
fortune. 

“I wouldn’t mind if it was 
going to improve things but 
it’s not - it’s just going to 
make every single cab in the 
area look the same and that’s 
not how it should be. 

“They’re constantly 
looking to change things and 
it’s ridiculous.” 

Cabbies have been told 
the new signs could have to 
be fitted by January 1 next 
year 

Alex Youngs, owner of 
Fencabs, said: “We’re 
opposing these changes. 
Money is tight at the 
moment and the council 
knows this but all they want 
to do is make us fork out. 

“The signage works well as 
it is - the plans are 
unnecessary.” 


Grant means

Much of the 
English language has its roots in Latin and 
Greek, and the study of classical language 
has been known to improve literacy as 
well as being an excellent foundation for 
learning other languages. 

“The classical world is still prevalent in 
modern society from the study of art and 
drama, architecture and politics, literature 
and mathematics.” 

If the club is popular, Miss Otto hopes to 
be able to enter students for a recognised 
qualification as a stepping stone to 
possible study at GCSE level.

Bosses say they have 
listened to what traders have 
said and that Forehill is now 
the most desired route. 

A spokesman for Aldi said: 
“Since the earlier permission 
was granted, there have been 
various changes in Ely, 
including the adoption of the 
Ely Core Strategy, which 
includes Forehill within Ely’s 
retail frontage. 

“Further, Aldi have been 
contacted by the City of Ely 
Council in part as there are 
concerns as to whether the 
pedestrian link via The 
Vineyards is the most 
appropriate way of encour¬ 
aging linked trips from the 
development and, indeed, the 
same concern was raised by 
the Ely Traders’ Association." 

Deb Keener, co-owner of 
The Inkwell, in Forehill, said: 


“This is fantastic news for us 
all in Forehill. 

“The Vineyards was the 
preferred option because it 
was a shorter route but what 
on earth is the point in guiding 
people past houses instead of 
shops which are trying to earn 
a living? 

“This will hopefully give us a 
real boost when the store is 
built.” 

Martin Bradley, director of 
Paul Johns menswear shop in 
Forehill, said: “This is really 
good news and will be good 
for trade. 

“I could never really under¬ 
stand the thinking behind 
directing people through The 
Vineyards.” 

The company was originally 
given planning permission by 
ECDC in August 2008 and for 
about 18 months residents 
have feared the company has 
been put off moving into the 
city. 

The district council will 
decide whether the revised 
plans are acceptable.

TWO brothers go to war against each 
other in Gavin O’Connor’s brutal story 
of redemption and self-loathing. 
Bone-crunching skirmishes become a 
vibrant backdrop to the potential 
reconciliation of the estranged siblings, 
one battling for his country and the 
other for his family. 

Warrior puts these two male 
archetypes - the valiant soldier and the 
selfless father - in the fighting ring and 
witnesses the emotional fallout as the 
protagonists deal with their tortured 
pasts in the present day. 

Marine Tommy Conlon (Tom Hardy) 
arrives home unexpectedly after 14 
years of service, surprising his father 
Paddy (Nick Nolte), who has turned to 
religion to help him beat the bottle. 
Tommy asks his old man to train him 
for Sparta, a televised mixed martial 
arts fighting competition with the 
biggest purse in the sport’s history. 
Paddy agrees, desperate to rebuild 
bridges. 

However, the former marine isn’t 
interested in playing happy families and 
Tommy chooses to fight under his 
mother’s maiden name of Riordan to 
conceal the connection. 

Meanwhile, Paddy’s other son Brendan 


(Joel Edgerton) is struggling to make 
ends meet as a schoolteacher. The 
bank is threatening to take away his 
home so Brendan secretly fights in the 
backrooms of bars for money, keeping 
it a secret from his wife Tess (Jennifer 
Morrison). 

Once the school learns of Brendan’s 
extra-curricular activities the 
headmaster suspends him and the 
teacher’s entire future rests on winning 
Sparta, putting him on a collision 
course with his hulking sibling. 

Warrior talks tough and flexes its 
muscles impressively in the bruising 
fight sequences, but the script punches 
well below its class. 

Characterisation is featherweight and 
Hardy and Edgerton, who have both 
bulked up for the roles, aren’t given the 
material to deliver knockout 


performances. Nolte bares his soul in 
his few scenes and Morrison is 
similarly short-changed. 

There is a clear narrative bias towards 
one of the brothers, making the bone¬ 
crunching histrionics of the final bouts 
a foregone conclusion before anyone 
has stepped into the ring. 

Consequently, there is no dramatic 
tension and when screenwriters 
O’Connor, Anthony Tambakis and Cliff 
Dorfman do orchestrate one big reveal 
it turns out to be completely redundant, 
having no impact whatsoever on the 
fates of the central players. 

The second reveal provides 
unintentional hilarity when the media 
unearths the truth at a critical juncture. 
Running time is excessive - the four 
editors should have thrown in the towel 
at least 20 minutes earlier.

Entering its third year, Get Your 
Grown-ups Growing has developed 
from a small pilot project based in 
Yorkshire to a national success 
involving 1,000 schools. Of the schools 
that held an event last year, 74 per cent 
said it had increased their children’s 
interest in gardening, while more than 
half reported an increase in adult 
support and adult interest in gardening. 

Jacky Chave, RHS strategic schools 
manager, says: “Having a school garden 
is a fantastic asset for teachers and 
pupils as it provides a multitude of 
learning opportunities, but we know it 
can take a lot of hard work to maintain. 

“By involving parents and other local 
adults, through an event like Get Your 
Grown-ups Growing, we hope that 
school gardens will be looked after all 
year round and enthusiasm for 
gardening and growing will spread 
beyond the school gates and into 
children’s homes.” 

The RHS hopes to see 2,000 schools 
register for this year's Get Your Grown¬ 
ups Growing event, double last year’s 
figure.
